A couple of weeks ago one of 
the lightweight riders of District 37 
wrote an article to Cycle News in 
which he more or less accused me 
and my rider of running an illegal 
motorc ycle. 

He doesn't seem to be very well 
informed about the 55cc Yamaha. 
All Yamaha rods from 55cc through 
80cc are all the same and all the 
new ones do haveneedle bearings in 
the top end. The only difference be- 
tween 55 and a 60 is the crankshaft. 

If the rider will identify himself 
at the race track) he may pull my 
bike down free of charge and see 
for himself that there is nothing 
fishy about it. As far as calling my 
rider *Superspeed," this was done 
all in good joshing and Ihope all the 
riders in District 37 will understand 
this. We have lost more races than 
we have ever won.

it through the Senate. 

The speed with which the old 
Guard lawmakers want to clap en- 
cumberances on cycle riders was 
interpreted by several Sacramento- 
logists as “a slap at the younger 
generation for not aligning with their 
views.” 


Bicycle to Motorcycle to Car 


The wording of the proposed law 
leaves no doubt whose side the 
politicians are on. “Sandals and 
open toed shoes” are specifically 
prohibited from passengers as well 
as cycle riders. Clapping helmets 
on all the *"Honda-hippies" would 
cover a lot of the unsightly long 
hair that antagonizes balding right 
wingers ..And Assemblyman Foran’s 
motorcycle rider license require- 
ments, if enacted, will just about 
strangle the whole California sport. 
Foran wants the kid who would ride 
a bike to drive a car first. 

California is presently one of the 
few states with a motorcycle-only 
drivers license and it works very 
well. Today a young person who 
needs low-cost wheels can get a 






cycle and then what the DMV work- 
ers call a “Honda” license, which 
does not allow him to drive a car, 
mind you. It is a bit more than a 
glorified bicycle license. They test 
the rider’s knowledge of traffic laws 
and his proficiency with the bike. 
Later on, most holders of these li- 
censes come back and take the auto- 
mobile test. The point is, they prog- 
ress logically from bicycle to motor- 
cycle, to car to bus to whatever. It 
would be equally senseless if Mr. 
Foran demanded us to show motor- 
cycle proficiency before issuing a 
car drivers license. 


They Listen to the Bums 

Public and politicians apparently 
are not interested in the rights of 
nice, barbered, fun-family cycle en- 
thusiasts. The rotten part is all they 
know, or want to know about us. 

We can give to charities, build 
wilderness trails, teach safety, be 
brave and rescue lost children with- 
out a shred of credit. Yet when a 
pseudo cycle bum barfs in public it 
goes on prime network time. 

Thanks to the timely appearance 
of Hells Angels gangs at the hurried- 
up hearing last week, the bill has 
been put aside for another week. 
This time I shall fly to Sacramento 
and ask to be heard. Will they listen 
to my views?

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


QUESTION: J have a C110 Honda for 

TT’s and everyone beats 
me off the line and in the straights. 
I’ve bored it to 55cc, installed Web- 
co valve springs and an S-90 car- 
buretor. In gearing my front sprocket 
is 14 and 42. How can I give my bike 
more rpm and lots of power for a fast 
take off? R.R. — Glendale. 


ANSWER: Three basic steps in ac- 

celeration for TT events 
you seem to have not yet accom- 
plished. Obtain a cam with modifica- 
tions most suitable for TT’s and 
lighten the related valve train for an 
increase in rpm. Also increase your 
C110 compression ratio. I hope that 
you have increased the intake port 
size along with the carburetion 
change and increased valve area as 
clearances allow! 


QUESTION: /f you bored out a 1956 

A.J.S., Single, 500cc 
scrambler model .100 (one hundred 
thousands) how many c.c. and cubic 
inches would you have? R.S. — 
San Diego. 


ANSWER: The formula for determin- 
ing cubic inches of dis- 
placement is as follows: D? (cylinder 


bore times itself) x the stroke x 
-7854 constant factor x the number 
of cylinders. 

Since your engine is a ‘single 
cylinder model the last multiplica- 
tion can be omitted and the formula 
is D° x Sx .7854. 

Standard cylinder diameter is 
3.385 inches and stroke is 3.405 in. 
Thus add .100 to 3.385 and proceed. 

3.350 x 3.350 x 3.405 x .7854 = 
30.76 cu. in. to convert from cubic 
inches to c.c.'s; 

Multiply 30.76 cu. in. x 16.39 — 
504.16cc's. 


QUESTION: ; am always having a 

hard time converting 
inches to millimeters or vice versa 
and can not find a conversion table 
to fit in my wallet. Could you give 
me such a table? C. Y.-Cedar Falls,la. 


ANSWER: Glad to!

One cc=.061 cubic inch 
MM x .03937=inches 
Centimeters x .3937=inches 
Square inches x 6.452 =

I have been racing 24% years now 
and two of those were with the men. 
I must say I had fun, but in the past 
few months, when women’s classes 
have been recognized, I have really 
had fun. 

I feel that these girls should be 
allowed to ride with the men if they 
are really qualified, though I have 
yet to see a women rider who truly 
compares with a male rider. 

Men are born and raised with 
Mama saying “now Jr. you should 
never hit a girl.” So what happens 
at the race track when Jr. does ‘hit 
a girl?” Maybe it isn’t his fault but 
he is going to feel pretty bad about 
the whole thing, because you can’t 
forget years and years of training in 
one easy lesson. 

I feel we girls are in a man’s 
world out there. They created it, and 
99% of them are willing to share it 
with us. They really want us out 
there and they really like us. BUT 
do they want us in their race? 

In March of this year two of us 
started working on getting a woman's 
club organized in District 37 and we 
now have 11 members, plus 100% 
cooperation from the men.

District 37 has never denied 
women the right to ride. Any woman 
can ride any class she may choose;

And as far as being equal goes— 
we are. We are AMA sanctioned, 
members of District 37 and have 
voting rights the same as all the 
other men's clubs. We receive man- 
size trophies and regulation points. 
All this plus the respect and en- 
couragement of the men — what else 
could a girl want? 

I am sure these girls will find 
the answer, but hope they do not 
overlook the possibility of the Pow- 
der Puff event.

Up this point we’ve been pretty 
fortunate and have not had to spend 
any money, except for bits and pieces 
of steel strap and tube that is. How- 
ever, the time has come for us to part 
with some of our hard-earned long 
green. 

When I first began casting about 
looking for a tank and fairing for our 
bike, it became very clear that these 
components are not exactly flooding 
the market. Sure, you can get them 
for the 125cc or larger bikes, but the 
smaller versions are hard to come by. 





The tank support is made from 1" steel 
strap and brazed to the top tube. The strap 
should be bent to touch the bottom of the 
tank. 


Then we ran into a bit of luck. 
Custom Plastics had a seat, tank and 
fairing that were just the right size. 
If you’re bucks down, you can get 
away without a fairing for now. But 
the addition of a fairing will help 
greatly on a machine of this size. 
The. cost of the fairing is $59.95 and 
the tank was $34.50. I also used 
their seat which sells for $9.95. Drop 
them a line at Box 8416, Universal 
City or call (213) 763-4138. These 
fiberglass components are well made 
and light.

Filling the Tank 

Mounting the tamk was a snap. 
Cut a piece of 1” steel strap 4%" 
long and braze to the bottom of the 
top tube. Now set the tank in place, 
and bend the strap so it just touches 
the bottom of the tank. That's all 
there is to it. It couldn't be any 
simpler. Later on we'll show you how 
to make the tie-down for the top. 

The fairing mounts take a little 
more doing. I could go into a long 
dissertation on how to build the 
mounts, but I’m afraid it would make 
the job sound more difficult than it 
really is. Study the photos carefully 
and you'll see just how it's done. 
You'll notice there are two straps 
reinforcing the main forward mount- 
ing tube. Without this additional sup- 





The rear mounts are quite simple and easy 
to install, Use 34 or ae strap material for 
these.

ward mounting tube add a great deal 
of support to the top of the fairing. 
These braces will prevent the fairing 
from fluttering at high speed. Just be 
sure these braces are high enough 
so they don’t interfere with your 
hands on the controls.

Trimming the Fairing 

Once the fairing is mounted to 
the chassis, the plexiglass bubble is 
bolted to the fairing and trimmed to 
size. I use masking tape to provide 
a line to cut to. If you have a band 
saw handy, you can use this, but if 
not, a sharp hacksaw blade works 
just fine. Whatever you do, take your 
time. By using a hacksaw blade you 
can cut around some pretty tight cor- 
ners without any trouble. Once the 
trimming operation is out of the way, 
finish off the edge with a fine file, 
With the edge smoothed up, pull off 
the masking tape. 

Next week we'll install the rear 
brake assembly and show you how 
we made the seat mounts.

Rick Schell, in semi-retirement 
from racing since the opening of his 
S&T Sportcycles in Walnut Creek, 
had his 125cc dohc Honda out, and 
it proved to be the only thing under 
250cc to beat Ron Grant's Yamaha 
100. 

Grant, who always gets excellent 
Starts, fired first and took off in a 
great hurry with Freddy Muhlberg 
close behind on his Honda 160 and 
Schell behind him on the Honda 125. 

As the pack roared around for the 
finish of lap one Muhlberg had 
snatched the lead, but as he went 
into lap two Freddy overdid it and 
had to take the slip road at turn two, 
both his wheels locking and sliding 
in the process. 

While Fred sorted things out and 
restarted his engine, Schell, who had 
by then snatched the lead, was try- 
ing to shake Grant. 

As they left the esses and bombed 
out onto the straight Schell began 
slowly building up a lead despite 
Grant’s fierce riding. 

While Grant continued his futile 
pursuit of Schell, Dwight Huffman of 
San Jose on a 125 Bultaco TSS was 
closing in on Rich Raschke, of 
Berkeley, on a Honda CR-93, in an 
attempt to steal Raschke’s third 
place spot. 

On lap three Huffman was suc- 
cessful, but Raschke fought back 
and regained the spot on the next 
lap, holding it to the finish. 

Schell continued to expand his 
lead and won, followed by Grant, 
Raschke, Huffman and Fred Muhlberg, 
who had passed almost the whole 
field after his engine-killing slip 
road trip early in the race. 


250cc GP 

First into turn one in the 250 
class was the white Yamaha TD1-C 
of Ron Grant followed by a howling 
pack which quickly sorted itself out 
to Grant, Ned Marandino on a Kawa- 
saki and  Yamaha-mounted Bill 
Judkins. 

Farther back, Art Baumann, also 
on à TD1-C, had gotten a bad start 
and was carving through the pack 
like an electric knife. By lap two he 
was third and on lap three he had 
passed Bill Judkins for second place. 

Seconds later Baumann was nip- 
ping at Grant’s heels and both riders 
were scratching for all they were 
worth. Both pulling rapidly away 
from the rest of the pack, Grant and 
Baumann began a series of lead 
swaps that were beautiful to behold 
until Art tried too hard coming out of 
turn one and threw it away. 

“I turned it on a little too soon, I 
guess, “Baumann said after the race,

IN LONE PINE

On the weekend of June 10th and 11th, more than 1,000 riders fired up 
their machines and headed for Lone Pine, California, to participate in the 


12th Annual Ace of Clubs High Sierra Tour. 


The weather, this time of year, 
is unpredictable, and can range from 
beautiful to nasty. The eager ones 
who left on the run after work Friday 
nightraninto some ofthenasty kind. 

Crossing the mountains around 
the Los Angeles basin, they en- 
countered fog and rain. In the desert, 
they were met by fierce, cold head- 
winds. Riders who left Saturday 
morning had better luck. The air 
was still chilly in the mountains, 
but the rain and fog were gone. Once 
into the desert, the weather was 
warm and sunny, a beautiful day 
for riding. 

The sign-in table at the end of 
the run was opened at 10:00 p.m. 
Friday, and stayed open until late 
Saturday afternoon. Riders continued 
to pour in, until there were 698 who 
had paid the entry fee, and probably 
at least half that many came along 
without paying the $2.50. It was 
estimated that there were over 1,000 
bikes in town. 


Here They Come! 

The program got underway at 
1:30, with the parade of motorcycles 
through the middle of town. If you’re 
the type who likes parades, this one 
will really grab you. Stand on the 
sidewalk of the main street, with 
the townspeople and tourists, gazing 
down the street, waiting for the flow 
of thundering machines to start. The 
Highway Patrol stops traffic. A 
tense excitement fills the air. Final- 
ly a youngster squeals “Here they 
come,” and far down the street the 
first bikes appear. The street rapid- 
ly becomes a river of bright paint, 
flashing chrome, rumbling engines, 
flags, helmets, jackets, sidecars, 
and even trailers, as all types of 
machines flow by. Photographers 
dart out, aim their cameras, then 
scurry back to the safety of the 
sidewalk, risking bruises for that 
one good shot 

Stern-Faced Judges 

In a few minutes the parade is 
over, and the crowd heads for the 
airport to witness the thrilling stunts 
of the Victor McLaglen Motor corps, 
followed by the judging of machines. 
All manner of sparkling motorcycles 
are lined up, and their proud owners 
stand at attention beside them, hop- 
ing to win one of the many beautiful 
trophies, as the stern-faced judges 
march slowly by. In a few short 
hours the trophies have been won 
and presented, and the crowd re- 
turns to the campground for the bar- 
becue dinner. 


150 Pounds of Beans 

The beef was barbecued in a 
deep pit. Late Friday night, a log 
fire was started in the pit and al- 
lowed to bürn down to a bed of hot 
coals. Then the beef was wrapped 
in wet bags, tossed on the coals, 
and covered with earth. About 12 
hours later it was removed and 
served. The dinner consisted of 
salad, french bread, beans and beef. 
The beans, 150 pounds of ‘em, and 
half a ton of meat went to feed the 
hungry crowd. The food was deli- 
cious and the helpings were gener- 
ous. After seeing that tempting food, 
150 of the free-loaders broke down 
and bought meal tickets at $2 each. 

After dinner, afew pooped people 
piled into their sleeping bags and 
called it a day. But many were still 
full of life and enjoyed a night on 
the town, or went to the Legion Hall 
forthe free dance, or just sat around 
and swapped stories and enjoyed 
good company.
